or any election luw of this com m on­ 
w ealth, m ay have the right to up pear 
personally or by counsel 
and c ro s s ­ 
exam ine the person or persons m aking 
such accusation, and lf he so desires, 
to testify before said com m ittee in hiH 
own behalf. 
“Said com m ittee shul! m ake report, 
of its findings and 
recom m endations, 
if any, not later than May 15, 1903.”

W e have full confidence In the good Judgm ent and discretion of the men 
who are conducting 
the negotiations for the o perativ es 
this year, and we 
have no doubt w hatever th a t they will decide to adopt w h atev er course Is for 
the 
best interests of the operatives as 
a body. 
If the mill ag en ts can d em o n strate 
th a t 
it Is 
beyond 
th °ir pow er 
to 
grant an increase at the present time w ithout w iping out the profits which 
alone m ake It an object to run the mills, we believe the operatives will a c ­ 
cept the inevitable and a w alt the arrival of m ore propitious times. 
On the other hand lf at a conference betw een th e mill a g e n ts and the 
representatives of the o p e r a t i v e s It should be d e m o n strated th a t the mills 
can grant an Increase w ith o u t serious detrim en t to their business.

N ever since Strongbow led the English Invasion of Ireland In the tw elfth 
century, has th a t cou ntry had a s m u ch cause for rejoicing on her n atio n al 
holiday a s she h as at the present time, and yet she h as had no uprising; 
she has not m et and w orsted the enem y on the battlefield, b u t she h a s a c ­ 
com plished a peaceful revolution th rou gh the union of the people In a co m ­ 
mon purpose, In a g ran d co nstitutio nal m ovem ent to w ring Justice from E n g ­ 
land. 
This is an age of advancem ent. T h e conditions that prevailed a hund red 
years ago exist no longer. 
Ireland h as changed; E n g lan d h a s changed, the 
whole face of E urope has changed. 
No longer Is the clash of a rm s hea rd 
w hen ev er a 
w eak 
nation 
would 
protest against w rong-doing; no longer m ust tin oppressed people be able 
to overcome their oppressors by force of a rm s or rem ain sullenly silent; 
no longer Is It necessary to in cu r th e risk of an nih ilation by tak in g up 
arm s against an overw helm ing foe when the object Is to appeal for sim ple 
justice—no, th is Is now m ore effectively, m ore perm anen tly, m ore rig h te ­ 
ously done by appealing to public opinion and exposing the w rongs Imposed 
by the tyrant. 
Public opinion Is the tribunal before which the ca u se of the w eak and 
oppressed Is b ro ug ht for trial. 
T he whole world sits in Judgm ent an d th e 
whole m’orld Is g reater th en any single power. 
G reat a n d pow erful and des­ 
potic as m ay be the ty ran t who oppresses a weak 
nation, yet he dread s the 
force of public opinion. 
H e fears th at In 
the end It m a y 
raise up enem ies 
that will accom plish his destruction. 
Take the K aiser of G erm any or th e T zar of R ussia, the greatest despots 
on earth. 
Are they indifferent to public opinion? 
A re they not solicitous 
of 
the good 
opinion of neighboring 
nation s? 
Is not the G erm an em peror 
moved to contradict false reports that ap p ear in the press affecting the h o n ­ 
or or the repu tation of himself, 
his country or his people? 
Does not 
the 
C lar of R ussia dread evil report so m uch th a t he Is m oved to su pp ress n e w s­ 
papers In his own dominions for telling the tru th when It Is to his discredit? 
If he were indifferent to public opinion abroad, he would not 
take 
such 
great care to suppress the new s from Finland w here R ussian sw ay rests 
m ost heavily upon the people. 
No, there is not a ruler In existence today 
that does not fear the effect of a hostile public opinion. 
It la at the bar of public opinion alone th at 
the w eak nation stan d s on 
an equal footing with the strongest while pleading for Justice anti freedom. 
Of late yearn the lightning m ethods of 
tra n sm ittin g Intelligence have 
completed the federation of the world; have an nihilated distance and b roug ht 
all civilized nations Into such close com m unication, th a t w h atev er happ en s In 
one Is alm ost Instantly 
known to all the others. 
Even the worst and most tyrannical nation lays claim to a principle 
of 
justice and honor, and 
how ever deceitful, ty ran nical an d un ju st a t heart, 
each and all will m ake protestations of the highest aim s und m otives 
on 
all m atters appertaining to justice and right. 
It 
is by taking 
ad v a n ta g e of this m eans of disturbing and even Injuring 
a governm ent, th a t a weak and oppressed people can ev entu ally obtain Justice. 
C onstitutional agitation ie the w eapon used. 
W hen directed arig h t 
It 
Is 
more potent In its effect ag a in st ty ran n y th an the o nslaug ht of 
a 
largo 
arm y. 
So It has proved In the case of Ireland. 
W hen Ireland had exhausted her efforts to no avail In physical force 
to 
drive out the oppressor; when she found herself unable to cope w ith 
the 
power of England In arm s, then the genius of her sons devised a m eans of 
forcing England to listen and step by step 
to 
redress 
the 
w rongs 
un der 
which the Irish people had groaned for centuries. 
These rem edial m easures cam e gradually. They w ere: 
(I) the national 
system of education; (S) Catholic em ancipation; 
(3) 
disestablishm ent of 
the E nglish church In Ireland; (4) extension of the 
franchise; 
(5) 
te n a n t 
right restricting landlord rapacity; (6) county governm ent. 
Almost the entire rig hts and Interests of a people are com prised in th eir 
religion, education, industry, possession of the land and self-governm ent. 
By 
successive stages through constitutional agitation and nothing else, Irelan d 
has now alm ost reached the goal of her Independence, for the English gov­ 
ernm ent has promised th at the Iniquitous institution know n hs Irish la n d ­ 
lordism planted by Cromwell and continued 
w ith 
ever Increasing 
ra p a city 
until checked through agitation, is to be abolished an d th e people are to be 
restored to ow nership of the soil. 
A fter this a c t In quick succession will come hom e rule 
or 
legislative 
independence, enabling Ireland to m ake her own laws sam e as does C anada 
and A ustralia. 
T his w ill not be absolute freedom; hut it will 
enable Ireland 
to become 
prosperous and thereby to av ert the com plete b an ish m en t of the race 
and 
the re-colonfzation of the country by other 
nationalities, 
an 
even tuality 
w hich but for the potency of the boycott as applied In Ireland m ight ere 
now have been an Irrevocable reality. 
From her present attitude Ireland can see the daw n of freedom b r e a k ­ 
ing through the gloom of oppression; 
and on this day she sends greeting to 
her exiled children and her friends In every land, while these in tu rn hall 
her w ith the hope that she is destined to he herself a g a in — 
“Great, glorious and free, 
F irst flower of the ea rth and first gem of the sea.1*

his saintly labors.

opening he said every nation has 
its heroes and every nation loves to re ­ 
vere its illustrious sons. 
E v e r y truly 
Christian 
nation 
has a saint 
whose 
m em ory 
it 
honors. 
No wonder that 
Ireland 
honors and reveres the name 
of St. P atrick. 
Saint* people 
have been accustom ed 
to sneer at Ireland and the Irish and 
some 
of the Irish, 
ignorant of their 
country’* 
history, 
felt 
asham ed 
of 
their nationality. 
But search 
the world over from the 
earliest 
times and 
you will 
find no 
nation with a history so pure, 
so no­ 
ble and honorable as th at o f Ireland. 
E ven when 
Ireland was 
pagan like 
lither 
nations, 
she did 
not 
stoop 
to 
the worship of idols of the lowest kind. 
such as the crocodile, 
the dog and 
the 
cat, us did some nations. 
No. Ireland worshipped the sun as a 
god, she loved 
the moon as a deity, 
she heard the 
voice of the 
deity 
in 
the howling of the storm, In the gentle 
zephyrs of spring and saw him m ir­ 
rored in the sparkling 
fountains and 
the crystal w aters of the lakes. 
The 
preacher then 
stated th at God 
wished to convert the Irish. 
This he 
said was 
evident from the divine in­ 
spiration 
which 
St. 
Patrick 
us 
a 
youth 
received. 
As a youth, P atrick, under another 
name, 
was taken 
captive 
by K ing 
Niall in an incursion into Fran ce. * 
F o r six years St. Patrick lived in 
the 
hills and mountains of northern 
Ire­ 
land. 
W hile there 
he had an oppor­ 
tunity of studying 
(he custom s a ru 
habits of the people of th * heigh o* r- 
hood, and he got to love the irish peo­ 
ple. 
Although 
he was a prisoner 
in 
the 
lonely mountains 
he found 
his 
greatest consolation to be prayer and 
mortification. 
He 
used to get 
up in 
the middle of the night ana pour his 
prayers 
up 
to the throne 
of heaven. 
One night he had a vision and iii* was 
told by God that he was to escape and 
go back 
to his native land, 
that lh** 
ship was already waiting for him. A f­ 
ter the 
vision he 
started as he was 
directed and attem pted to board 
the 
vessel, 
which as history tells us 
wets 
about 
2(H) 
miles 
from 
the north of 
Ireland. 
He was rejected, and as be 
was 
going aw ay vs ith head down cast 
and wondering what to do, but alw ays 
confiding in God. he heard the voice of 
a sailor calling him, and he was lol l 
that the m aster of the ship wished to 
speak with hint. 
After 
talking wiln 
him ti few minutes he was PM I that he 
would be a welcome passenger. 
In three d a y s’ time they cast anchor. 
but st* great 
w ert the rav ages of the 
Homans and 
other warriors 
of that 
time 
with war, 
tho land was all 
a 
barren 
desert, and 
for 23 days 
St 
Patrick and all on board had to 
wen I 
their way 
through a 
barren 
d esert.1 
Hisloiy tells us that they would have 


died of hunger and drouth but for St. 
Patrick. 
They told St. P atrick if his 
God was so powerful He ought to aid 
them, 
lone and dreary 
In the desert, 
and God gave them w ater to drink and 
food to eat. 
Im agine the joy of St. P a trick ’s p a r­ 
ents when they 
saw him once again, 
but he w as not to stay with them. 
He 
felt within him that he was to be the 
regenerator and the savior of the peo­ 
ple 
of Ireland 
am ong whom 
he had 
spent 
six years in captivity, 
and he 
made up his mind to become a priest. 
One night 
while he was asleep 
he 
saw a young m an coming towards him 
carry ing in his hand a large bundle of 
letters, and as he approached P atrick 
he offered him one of 
the letters 
and 
Patrick noticed 
the words "Voice of 
the Irish.” 
He says 
as he 
continued 
to 
read the letter he heard the plain­ 
tive tones of the Irish people crying 
and 
begging him to 
come and dwell 
am ong them. 
Some historians say he 
imagined the voice of God cam e from 
the county Mayo. 
From that moment he resolved 
he 
would go, and not only dw'ell am ongst 
them, but live the life of 
an apostle 
am ong them and bring the nation to 
the faith of Christ. 
He kept studying 
for the priesthood. 
In the m eantim e 
he was taken captive 
again. 
Y ears 
rolled on and he studied under 
many 
m asters and in the fam ous m onasteries 
w herever he could get knowledge, until 
he was finally ordained a priest. 
His 


cd his nam e find called him 
Patrick, 
that name which has so often 
been 
sneered at. 
Yes, brethren, the pope 
gave the name P atrick to the apostle 
of Ireland because P atrick m eant P a t- 
tricius, and P a trick m eans in English 
a noble man. 
If there is any man here 
whose nam e is P atrick lie need not be 
asham ed of it. 
The preacher described the landing 
of St. P atrick as 
a m issionary am ong 
the Irish people, his meeting with his 
former rn,aster and prominent person­ 
ages of the land and converting most 
of them by his preaching. 
St. P atrick determined to visit 
the 
bill of T ara, the royal abode of Ire­ 
land's kings. 
A rriving on Holy S a tu r­ 
day, he lighted the paschal fires. 
This 
was a source of alarm to the king {is 
it was forbidden to light such fires a f ­ 
ter sunset. 
An arm ed band w as de­ 
spatched to put out the fires but on 
meeting St. P atrick they forgot their 
errand and becam e entranced 
by his 
preaching and his appeals. 
The high 
bard of Erin was the first to em brace 
the faith of P atrick. 
There is a tradition attached to this 
visit of St. Patrick. 
On every 
green 
banner of the land of our fathers you 
see the harp, and you all 
know 
the 
m eaning of that. 
Ireland is the only 
nation in the world having a musical 
instrum ent on her banner, because she 
was originally a musical nation. 
Y"ou 
also 
see 
the dear little sham rock 
of 
Ireland twining the harp. W h y ? H ere’s 
the 
reason; 
These royal ones could 
not understand how there 
could 
be 
three persons in one God. 
They could 
not understand 
the 
Blessed Trinity. 
St. P a trick plucked a little 
plant of 
three leaves and a single stem, and he 
h dd it up. and that did what all his 
rhetoric had failed to do. 
A little 
plant he plucked from the hill of T a ra 
before the royal people to typify the 
Blessed Trinity. 
No wonder we love 
the sham rock of Ireland. 
The apostle of Ireland continued the 
work until 
the whole of Ireland was 
converted, but the 
stronghold of 
the 
faith 
was in the 
north where 
m any 
churches were established. 
P atrick, it 
is said, 
lived to the age of 120 years 
and was 
buried in the county 
Down 


legiance to the 
teachings of St. P a t ­ 
rick. 
Her exiled children carried the light 
of 
the gospel to other lands and to­ 
day after all her trials she stands the 
purest and most religious nation under 
the sun. 
She is still fighting for liberty as of 
yore, m ay God grant that the day is 
not far distant when she will take her 
place am ong the nations of the earth.

A FLINT AGE TRAGEDY. 
A Q U A IN T S N O W IM A G E . 
R ecently 
tit* sculptors of B russels

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NLESS the signs and portents 
prove misleading, there is every 
reason for believing that the 
city of New York, now the lar­ 
gest municipality in the United 
States, will eventually become the most 
populous and the finest in the world. 
Possessing as it does great natural ad­ 
vantages by reason of Its unexampled 
location between two rivers and with 
a deep water harbor accessible at all 
seasons. New York has yet been ham ­ 
pered by the very character of its en­ 
vironment. It is narrow, as measured 
across from the North to the East riv­ 
er, and its area is insufficient for the 
expansion of its commerce and the con­ 
sequent demand for sites for office 
ouildings, public structures and houses 
for residential purposes. 
Recognizing the inadequacy of Man­ 
hattan’s facilities for transit and ter­ 
minal purposes, the endeavors of its 
public spirited citizens have been con­ 
centrated of late toward overcoming 
the natural disadvantages under which 
the city labors, as well as toward the 
upbuilding of a metropolis in keeping j 
with the vast national growth of recent 1 
years. 
Gradually, link by link, the 
great chain has been forged that will 
eventually 
inclose 
Manhattan 
in 
a 
mesh of steel—railways, tunnels, bridg­ 
es—that will make for the absolute 
transformation of the city and will call 
for the expenditure of many millions. 
The strangest feature of this project is 
that it has not been worked out in its 
entirety by preconceived arrangement, 
but through independent corporations 
and forces, which are nevertheless har­ 
moniously striving for the city's bet­ 
terment. 
At ‘the present writing, ar­ 
rangements are being perfected for the 
expenditure in the near future of more 
than $400,000,000 for improvements that 
will effect a revolution in transit facili­ 
ties as well as in the permanent archi­ 
tectu re of the city. New York has long 
been known as the home of the modern 
skyscrapers, most of which, however, 
have been erected in the lower or busi­ 
ness portion of the city, nearer the B at­ 
tery and harbor than the uptown resi­ 
dential district. There has been such a 
crowding of skyscrapers into this re­ 
stricted area, in fact, that facetious 
writers and artists have frequently de­ 
picted Manhattan as overweighted at 
its southern end and liable to tip up 
alm ost any day. 
Taking up in detail the various proj­ 
ects for the betterment of New York. 
the first in importance is the scheme of 
the Pennsylvania Railroad company for 
connecting Manhattan and its environs 
with the rest of the country, from 
which it has been so long isolated by 
its inclosing waterways. This scheme 
was promulgated only a little more 
than a year ago, but is already well 
advanced in its conception and develop­ 
ment, and promises to become an ac­ 
tuality within a few years. 
By this 
project the heart of New York city is 
reached through a double steel tubular 
tunnel beneath the waters of the Hud­ 
son river and by another tunnel be­ 
neath the East river connected with 
Long Island. New England and pos­ 
sibly transatlantic lines of steamers 
for England and Europe. The estim at­ 
ed outlay on this vast scheme is $50 - 
000,000, which sum la to be spent upon 
the tunnel and its approaches practical­ 
ly in and around the city, and will add 
that much directly to M anhattan’s en­ 
richment. What it will mean indirectly 
by removing the barriers hitherto ex­ 
isting between New York and the coun­ 
try at large it is hardly possible to 
overestimate. 


The Pennsylvania project is as dar­ 
ing in its conception as it will bo grand 
in execution, involving as it does the 
raising of half a hundred millions at 
the outset, and also in the adoption of 
the plans of the most advanced engi

The New York Central scheme Is the 
I most recently announced of them all, 
having been worked out In accordance 
with the latest surveys nnd with the 
sole purpose in view of meeting In­ 
creasing traffic demands In every par­ 
ticular. The management lias now come 
forward with a plan which fairly took 
the city fathers' breath away, so vast 
was it, so comprehensive, so farseeing 
and complete. 
While possessing the 
largest and In effect the only railway 
station in New York city, the Central 
purposes demolishing this great build­ 
ing in substance and erecting upon its 
site the very largest structure of Its 
kind in the United States. It is to he 
twenty-five stories in height, five of 
them underground, with not only suffi­ 
cient accommodation for all the traffic 
of the present and future (passenger 
traffic alone being estimated at 20,000,- 
000 persona a year), hut above the rail­ 
way station proper a hotel and perhaps 
a large department store. By depress­ 
ing Its tracks within the city limits and 
by means of massive viaducts the large 
area at present given up to trackage 
will he made available for streets that 
are now closed to the public. All trains 
are to be brought Into the city by 
means of electric motors, thus pre­ 
cluding the use of steam save in emer­ 
gencies, and all this is to he done with­ 
out in any way interfering with the 
constant stream of traffic. 
There are 
to be no grade crossings within the 
city limits, and connection la to be 
made with the Pennsylvania system 
and the subway through a special tun­ 
nel from the Central station. 
The new terminal station will rover 
the blocks bounded by Forty-fourth 
and Forty-second streets north and 
south and by Lexington and Madison 
avenues east and west. Taken in con­ 
nection with the building of the Penn­ 
sylvania station, not far distant, and 
the changes wrought by the subway, 
the effect upon realty values in Man­ 
hattan’s most Interesting section can­ 
not be exaggerated. 
But these are not the only improve­ 
ments going on by which Manhattan is 
to be transformed. 
Numerous struc­ 
tures, estimated to cost $60,000,000, will 
be erected on private account. In all, 
during the next three to five years 
there will probably be expended in New 
York city proper for municipal and 
private Improvements not less than 
$40<ft)00,000. To go Into these In detail 
would require too much space, but it 
may be mentioned that for Improved 
dockage facilities alone It is estimated 
that $20,000,000 will be spent, mainly 
along the North river, where the great 
ocean Steamers lie; for the extension 
of Riverside drive, the Grand boule­ 
vard, 
the 
Concourse, 
etc., 
$9,500,000 
more; for new school buildings and 
sifts $10,000,000, for the new Croton dam 
and Jerome park reservoir il2.000.000, 
for the new custom house and post­ 
office (to he erected by Uncle Ham) 
$7,200,000, the new hall of records $6,- 
260,000, and the great library, with its 


various branches partially provided for 
by Mr. Carnegie, $9,600,000. 
It will be noted that the bulk of tho 
vast total Is practically provided by 
outside parties, such as the sums to be 
expended on the tunnels, the railways 
and stations, the custom house and 
postoffice, but on the whole New York 
has risen to the occasion and tax­ 
ed her own resources to the extent of 
about $100,000,000, or a little less than 
one-fourth the total. 
It is not, how*- 
ever, for the exclusive benefit of New 
York alone that these vast Improve­ 
ments have been projected, for the 
whole country shares In them to a 
greater or less extent. In fact, it should 
he a matter of national tother than lo­ 
cal pride that the largest city in tho 
United States should show such sur­ 
prising vitality and promise for the 
future. Second only to London in popu­ 
lation ami possessing a guarantee of 
growth that no other city In the world 
can show, there Is hardly a doubt that 
New York will eventually become first 
of the world’s cities In both population 
and concentrated wealth, for such im­ 
provements as are being carried out 
cannot fail to attract all classes, tho 
rich as well as the poor. The rich wilt 
make New York their place of resi­ 
dence on account of its collections of 
art treasures, its facilities for gratify­ 
ing every taste and its central situa­ 
tion. 
Tho poor are attracted by tho 
wealth accumulated in New York as 
iron filings are drawn toward a power­ 
ful magnet. At all events, for the next 
few years the great city by the Hud­ 
son’s mouth will prove a veritable 
paradise for the laborer, for the engi­ 
neer and artisan, and eventually tho 
working classes will obtain a large pro­ 
portion of those hundreds of millions 
that will soon begin to flow In a stream 
surpassing that of the fabled Pactolus. 
The wonderful growth of New York 
during the past few years, Increasing 
in the last decade at the rate of about 
37 per cent as against London’s In­ 
crease of 7 per cent and Paris’ 25,000 a 
year, suggests comparison with 
the 
other two of the world’s greatest triad 
of cities. Paris, with an area of thirty 
square miles, has a population of about 
2,660,600: London, within the old city's 
limits, contains 4,536.000 people, but in­ 
cluding the area known as Greater 
London, with its 443,000 square acres, 
there is a population of 6.581,000. New 
York, with less than half the area of 
Greater London, or about 209,000 aeres, 
can show a population of 3,437,000. Tak­ 
ing Into consideration Its greater rate 
of increase, provided it continues and 
provided sufficient territory he annexed 
to make Its area equal to that of Lon­ 
don. New York will probably stand 
first in the great cities of the w'orld 
before the advent of the year 1925. A 
quarter century from now, in fact, 
America's metropolis will probably out­ 
rank every other city on the* globe In 
population, In wealth and In architec­ 
ture.

rlchs and Virginia, the wife of William 
K. Vanderbilt. 
As for Mr. unci Mrs. 


Fair, each was appointed the executor 
of the other’s w ill, and it would seem as 
if mutual trust could go no further, but 
unfortunately both are dead, slain by 
the suine means and at the same time, 
so their evident Intention will be frus­ 
trated. 
While It was announced at the time 
of the accident that both the husband 
and wife were killed at the same mo­ 
ment, yet the attorneys for Mrs. Nel­ 
son, Mrs. Fair’s aged mother, and her 
family declare that they have at least 
eight witnesses who can assert to the 
contrary; that, in fact, Mrs. Fair was 
alive a full half hour after her husband 
had ceased to breathe. There was but 
one witness to the accident besides the 
chauffeur (who ran hardly he said to 
have witnessed it at all. being so vital­ 
ly concerned and so shaken up), and 
this witness, Mrne. Hourdet, Is said to 
have declared that she was unable to 
decide the momentous question. After 
hurrying to the scene, from which she 
instinctively recoiled in affright, she 
suy«: “J then returned beside the bodies 
and was looking at Mrs. Fair when I 
saw the gloved fingers of one hand 
slowly opening. 
I turned to her hus­ 
band and found his foot moving, as 
though the leg was drawing up. This 
frightened me, and I ran back to the 
lodge, and when I returned with my 
husband the bodies were motionless 
and never stirred again.” 
The physician who was summoned 
immediately after the event said: "I 
ain convinced that at the time the 
movements were alleged to have oc­ 
curred life was quite extinct. 
They 
were killed Instantaneously, Just like 
a snail which is crushed beneath a j 
man s foot.” 
On the other hand, the Count Louis 
du Rcste, who saw Mme. Hourdet im- j 
mediately after the accident, says she 
positively asserted that “Mrs Fair was 
the one of the two unfortunate victims 
who gave the last signs of life.” 
If the contract into which Mrs. Nel­ 
son entered, by w'hlch she and her fam­ 
ily renounced all their claims for the 
paltry consideration of $125,000, should 
be declared null and void and the case 
reopened, there will certainly be a fat 
feast for the legal fraternity, not to 
speak of the people more or less related 
to the deceased. It will be no "Barme­ 
cide feast,” for on the one side are the 
needy relatives of Mrs. Fair, who see 
several millions in prospective provided 
the agreement can he broken. On the 
other side stund Mr. Fair's relatives, 
already rich beyond the dreams of 
avarice and to whom a few millions 


more or less are not worth considering, 
while between the two stand the law­ 
yers. When It Is recalled that.the law ­ 
yers and executors concerned In th* 
previous contest over the Fair millions 
absorbed not less than $2,000,090 out of 
the $15,000,000 the elder Fair left at his 
death, it Is safe to predict that in th* 
event of a long legal fight the disciples 
of Blackstone involved will have “mon­ 
ey for conflagrations.”

Interestingly Discussed by Sec. 
Dave Durbin 


In 
Communication to The Sun 
Denying the Charges Made 
Against 
Joe Fox—There is 
Room 
Enough 
for 
Both 
Leagues 


Joe Fox has gone west with his polo 
team but he leaves behind as a vale­ 
dictory a communication written 
by 
Sec. Dave Durbin, of the W estern Polo 
league, exonerating Fox of the charges 
to the effect that he tried to work In­ 
jury to the Eastern league by trying 


to transfer his team to the west; and 
incidentally 
dealing with th» 
general 
poll# situation in a 
most 
interesting 
manner. 
Mr. Durbin’s letter is as follows: 
Editor Lowell Sun: 
Dear Sir:*—In your issue of March

7 you have an article headed 
“Fox’s 
proposal 
thrown 
down by Elwood.” 
This recapitulation together with o th ­ 
er squibs published in the east would 
give the impression that Mr. Fox had 
conspired with the W estern polo m an ­ 
agers to the detriment of the game in 
the east: and it is current talk among 
players who recently joined the w est­ 
ern team s that Fox is 
censured 
for 
having signed the original Elwood team 
for me. 
Joe Fox did sign the 
entire 
original team for Elwood, even to Dav­ 
id Tarrent, who was all ready in the 
west, and it is my opinion that had the 
other eastern m anagers recognized the 
W estern Roller Polo league and assist­ 
ed them in 
signing men there would 
have been of cause of complaint about 
jumping. 
Instead of trying to fill our 
team s with good, medium class, young 
players, m ost of the m anagers (Mr. 
Fox and Mr. Parsons excepted) were 
inclined to belittle the idea th a t we 
could m ake a success of the gam e here, 
and the early articles in the eastern 
press show that the polo w riters were 
of the sam e opinion. 
T hat of course 
was only an error in judgment. 
Perhaps Mr. Fox had a better under­ 
standing of our conditions here than the 
other m anagers or the press, as I wrote 
him th at with my partner we had then 
in course of erection a brick building 
88 feet by 132 feet in size, built espec­ 
ially for polo, costing from $12,000 to 
$15,000; at the sam e time sim ilar build­ 
ings w'ere going up In Richmond and 
Anderson, m aking over $40,000 invested 
in the three cities in the game, while 
Muncie and Racine already had 
such 
buildings. 
Indianapolis being the only 
place where a hall was converted into a 
rink as is done in Lowell and the other 
eastern cities. 
Being convinced that we would have 
polo here, Mr. Fox did whnt was for 
the best for the eastern league. 
He 
signed for Elwood six 
players 
who 
would not be missed from the east, 
but who could put up a good game, and 
for the salary limit placed on him he 
signed good men, not top notchers, but 
such men as a new league should have. 
The other western m anagers 
left 
to 
their own resources, took the lists of 
those who had played professional polo 
in the east and got their men from that 
class. 
We did not need the best men in the 
business to begin with, our first season 
could have been a profitable one with 
well matched team s of a shade slower 
calibre, but with the exception of Mr. 
Fox there was not a hand raised to a s ­ 
sist us, although 
Mr. Parsons offered 
me some men of the class we should 
have had. 
Had the other eastern m an ­ 
agers and the eastern press taken the 
view of the m atter Mr. Fox did, 
the 
east would now HL having polo and the 
west been as well off as we are now. 
It is a pity the American league and 
the W estern league did not have an 
agreem ent to prevent 
players 
from 
jum ping from one league to another; 
hut the small consideration given us 
by our senior brothers did not encour­ 
age us to propose a conference. 
To return to the original 
subject, 
Elwood would not "thrown down" any 
proposition by Mr. Fox. 
We consider 
that he has been a 
most 
consistent 
friend to both Elwood and the Eastern 
league. 
As to putting Lowell team in 
Elwood, a glance at the per cent, col­ 
umn will dispel the feasibility of that 
as Elwood has stood for a m onth in 
the W estern league where Lowell did 
in the east with three of the original 
men signed by Fox still 
on the team, 
In fact Elwood has not played a single 
gam e In which Jam es W hite was not 
at goal and Charles Lyons at 
half, 
two of the men signed by Fox, 
My original team was 
not 
strong 
enough so after losing the first seven 
gam es without a single winning, I went 
east for players. 
Hearing that all was 
not harm ony in the Portland team, I 
la w them play two games, liked Rob­ 
erts and Fitzgerald’s work, and em ­ 
ployed them. 
At no time did 
I 
have 
trouble In making a proposition to any 
player 
I 
made 
an 
offer to 
Hugh 
Devlin in Providence at a restaurant, 
saw Frank Wodtke In the same town; 
made Miller of Chelsea an offer at hts 
hotel, but did not at any time go Into 
a m an s dressing room to propose to 


one of his players that he go w elt with 
me. 
This I was accused of by the Boston 
correspondent of the Cincinnati Enquirer, 
who is also president of the American 
league. Mr. Tim Murnane. 
I was in Mr. 
Cotter s dressing room at Chelsea to see 
John Roberts, who was bidding good bye 
to some of his friends, and tho Enquirer 
item was no doubt a mistake instead of 
a wilful prevarication. 
While east for players all teams except 
Lowell were considered. After the favors 
shown me by Joe Fox his men were safe. 
A few more men at the head of polo like 
Fox. who appreciates that America ex­ 
tends beyond the Alleghanles, and we 
wdll establish polo as a national winter 
sport and the American league can be 
Amedran in fact as well as in name. 
While America is short right now in good 
ole players, my faith In young America 
great and the supply will soon equal 
the demand. 
It has taken one year for the west to 
pet on an equal footing with the east In 
this sport, 
it cost the east many vexa­ 
tions and the west many good dollars, so 
let s rub out and start even next year. 
We will await an invitation of our sen­ 
iors. 
From a business standpoint we can af­ 
ford to pay big sn’ tries if necessary: the 
players are entitled to more money than 
they were receiving In the east. blit there 
should be a limit or It will result In the 
falling down of the poorer drawing towns 
both east and west. Why not the gentle­ 
manly sporting editor of The Sun take a 
run out here and aret a few facts fresh 
from the rinks? We will be glad to see

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NLESS the signs and portents 
prove misleading, there is every 
reason for believing that the 
city of New York, now the lar­ 
gest municipality in the United 
States, will eventually become the most 
populous and the finest in the world. 
Possessing as it does great natural ad­ 
vantages by reason of its unexampled 
location between two rivers and with 
a deep water harbor accessible at all 
seasons, New York has yet been ham­ 
pered by the very character of its en­ 
vironment. It is narrow, as measured 
across from the North to the East riv­ 
er, and its area is insufficient for the 
expansion of its commerce and the con­ 
sequent demand for sites for office 
buildings, public structures and houses 
for residential purposes. 
Recognizing the inadequacy of Man­ 
hattan's facilities for transit and ter­ 
minal purposes, the endeavors of its 
public spirited citizens have been con­ 
centrated of late toward overcoming 
the natural disadvantages under which 
the city labors, as well as toward the 
upbuilding of a metropolis in keeping 
with the vast national growth of recent 
years. 
Gradually, link by link, the 
great chain has been forged that will 
eventually 
inclose 
Manhattan 
in 
a 
mesh of steel—railways, tunnels, bridg­ 
es—that will make for the absolute 
transformation of the city and will call 
for the expenditure of many millions. 
The strangest feature of this project is 
that it has not been worked out in its 
entirety by preconceived arrangement, 
but through independent corporations 
and forces, which are nevertheless har­ 
moniously striving for the city’s bet­ 
terment. 
At the present writing, ar­ 
rangements are being perfected for the 
expenditure in the near future of more 
than $400,000,000 for improvements that 
will effect a revolution in transit facili­ 
ties as well as in the permanent archi­ 
tecture of the city. New York has long 
been known as the home of the modern 
skyscrapers, most of which, however, 
have been erected in the lower or busi­ 
ness portion of the city, nearer the Bat­ 
tery and harbor than the uptown resi­ 
dential district. There has been such a 
crowding of skyscrapers into this re­ 
stricted area, in fact, that facetious 
writers and artists have frequently de­ 
picted Manhattan as overweighted at 
its southern end and liable to tip up 
almost any day. 
Taking up in detail the various proj­ 
ects for the betterment of New York, 
the first in importance is the scheme of 
the Pennsylvania Railroad company for 
connecting Manhattan and its environs 
with the rest of the country, from 
which it has been so long isolated by 
its inclosing waterways. This scheme 
was promulgated only a little more 
than a year ago, but is already well 
advanced in its conception and develop­ 
ment, and promises to become an ac­ 
tuality within a few years. 
By this 
project the heart of New’ York city is 
reached through a double steel tubular 
tunnel beneath the waters of the Hud­ 
son river and by another tunnel be­ 
neath the East river connected with 
Long Island, New' England and pos­ 
sibly transatlantic lines of steamers 
for England and Europe. The estimat­ 
ed outlay on this vast scheme is $50- 
000,000. which sum is to be spent upon 


The Pennsylvania project is as dar­ 
ing in its conception as it will be grand 
in execution, involving as it does the 
raising of half a hundred millions at 
the outset, and also in the adoption of 
the plans of the most advanced engi­ 
neers in the world. The Hudson would 
have been tunneled or bridged long 
since but for its great width and depth 
and the unstable nature of the river 


Emerging from beneath the river, the 
Pennsylvania twin tunnel will rise to 
within about forty feet of the surface 
at a vast underground station, which 
will be wide enough

to Brooklyn. twro more tunnels are pro­ 
jected to dive beneath tho river be­ 
low the Brooklyn bridge.

within these a bridgelike structure will 
be built, the whole of great strength 
and capable of carrying the heaviest 
loads. But the river bed in which the 
tubes will be laid Is vastly different 
from the bedrock, which alone is ca­

In this connection 
comes In the submerged or “subter­ 
ranean tunnel bridge” principle, for 
while the tunnel will be pushed for­ 
ward In short' sections under air pres­ 
sure every 140 feet or so a caisson will 
be sunk to bedrock the Interior of 
which will be filled with solid masonry 
or cement. Thus the bridge within the 
tubes, which will be thrust forward on 
the cantilever plan, will be actually- 
supported upon massive piers built up­ 
on the living rock, and It is said that 
there need be no fears that such a 
structure will ever collapse through 
external pressure or yield to the im­ 
mense weight of the loaded trains that

Pennsylvania plan was promulgated, a 
year a g o last December, Manhattan it­ 
self had fallen hold with vigor upon 
the development of Its means of In­ 
ternal communication. The Manhattan 
rapid 
transit 
system,

give the city subway communication 
from the Battery to the Bronx, ranks 
next in the extent of its operations and 
the amount it will expend, a sum esti­ 
mated at not less than $36,500,000. The 
work has been pushed vigorously to­ 
ward completion within the time speci­ 
fied in the contracts, and Manhattan 
will soon have her subway completed. 
Together 
with 
the 
Pennsylvania 


this subterranean communication for 
the city reaches the respectable figure 
of a little under $90,000,000. 
But there is yet another great Im­ 
provement Involving a vast outlay, and 
that is the prospective installment by 
the New York Central railroad of its 
new electric service to connect with the 
great system of lines converging in Its 
station from the east and the west. 
Ever since the lamentable tunnel acci­ 
dent of last year the Central has been 
anxious to extend its service und im­ 
prove its terminal facilities in the city 
of New York. It has at last arrived at 
a scheme which for magnitude and far- 
reaching ramifications stands second 
only to that of the Pennsylvania proj­ 
ect 
In fact, it is actually complemen­ 


tal to the former scheme and serves to 
extend the systems of each road, so 
that the Atlantic and Pacific will be 
connected via New York without a 
break. 
Tile Central contemplates Improve­ 
ments that will call for an outlay cf 
not less than $30,OOO.OOO within the next 
five years and possibly within three 
years from this date. Add this sum to 
what is involved in the Pennsylvania 
and the rapid transit subway, and we 
have $120,000,000 for these three projects 
alone without reference to the con­ 
temporaneous Improvement schemes. 
The New York Central scheme is tho 
most recently announced of them oil. 
having been worked out in accordance 
with the latest surveys and with the 
sole purpose In view of meeting In­ 
creasing traffic demands in every par­ 
ticular. The management has now come 
forward with a plan which fairly took 
the city fathers' hrenth away, so vast 
was it. so comprehensive, so farseeing 
and complete 
While possessing the 
largest and In effect the only railway 
station in New York city, the Central 
purposes demolishing this great build­ 
ing in substance and erecting upon its 
site the very largest structure of Its 
kind in the United States. It is to he 
twenty-five stories in height, five of 
them underground, with not only suffi­ 
cient accommodation for all the traffic 
of the present and future (passenger 
traffic alone being estimated at 20,000,- 
000 persons a year), but above the rail­ 
way station proper a hotel and perhaps 
a large department store 
By depress­ 
ing Its tracks within the city limits and 
by means of massive viaducts the large 
area at present given up to trackage 
will be made available for streets that 
are now closed to the public. All trains 
are to be brought into the city by 
means of electric motors, thus pre­ 
cluding the use of steam save in emer­ 
gencies, and ail this is to be done with­ 
out in any way interfering with the 
constant stream of traffic. 
There are 
to be no grade crossings within the 
city limits, and connection is to be 
made with the Pennsylvania system 
and the subway through a special tun­ 
nel from the Central station. 
The new terminal station will cover 
the blocks bounded by Forty-fourth 
and 
Forty-second streets north and 
south and by Lexington and Madison 
avenues east and west. Taken in con- 
neetion with the building of the Penn­ 
sylvania station, not far distant, and 
the changes wrought by the subway, 
the effect upon realty values In Man­ 
hattan's most interesting section can­ 
not be exaggerated. 
But these are not the only improve­ 
ments going on by which Manhattan is 
to be transformed. 
Numerous struc­ 
tures. estimated to cost $60,000,000, will 
be erected on private account. In ail, 
during the next three to five years 
there wilt probably be expended in New 
York city proper for municipal and 
private Improvements not less than 
$400,000,000. To go Into these In detail 
w’ould require too much space, but it 
may be mentioned that for improved 
d o c k a g e facilities alone It is estimated 
that $20,000,000 will be spent, mainly 
along the North river, where the great 
ocean steamers lie; for the extension 
of Riverside drive, the Grand boule­ 
vard. 
the 
Concourse, 
etc.,

more; for new school buildings and 
sites $10,000,000. for the new Croton dam 
and Jerome park reservoir $12,000,000, 
for the new’ custom house and post­ 
office (to be erected by Uncle Sam) 
$7,200,000, the new hall of records $6,- 
260.000, and the great library, with Its 


various branches partially provided for 
by Mr. Carnegie, $9,500,000, 
It will be noted that the hulk of the 
vast total Is practically provided by 
outside parties, such as the sums to be 
expended on the tunnels, the railways 
and stations, the custom house and 
postoffice, but on the whole New York 
has risen to the occasion and tax­ 
ed her own resources to the extent of 
about $ 100,000,000, or a little less than 
one-fourth the total. 
It Is not, how­ 
ever, for the exclusive benefit of New 
York alone that these vast improve­ 
ments have been projected, for tho 
whole country shares in them to a 
greater or less extent. In fact, it should 
be a matter of national rather than lo­ 
cal pride that the largest city in tho 
United States should show such sur­ 
prising vitality and promise for tho 
future. Second only to London in popu­ 
lation and possessing a guarantee of 
growth that no other city in the world 
can show, there is hardly a doubt that 
New York will eventually become first 
of the world's cities In both population 
and concentrated wealth, for such Im­ 
provements as are being carried out 
cannot fail to attract all clauses, the 
rich as well as the poor. The rich will 
make New York their place of resi­ 
dence on account of its collections of 
art treasures, its facilities for gratify­ 
ing every taste and its central situa­ 
tion. 
The poor are attracted by the 
wealth accumulated In New York as 
Iron filings are drawh toward a power­ 
ful magnet. At all events, for the next 
few years the great city by the Hud­ 
son's mouth will prove a veritable 
paradise for the laborer, for the engi­ 
neer and artisan, and eventually the 
working classes will obtain a large pro­ 
portion of those hundreds of millions 
that will soon begin to flow In a stream 
surpassing that of the fabled Pactolus. 
The wonderful growth of New York 
during the past few years, increasing 
In the last decade at the rate of about 
37 per cent as against London’s in­ 
crease of 7 per cent and Paris’ 26,000 a 
year. suggests comparison with the 
other two of the world's greatest triad 
of cities. Paris, with an area of thirty 
square miles, has a population of about 
2,660,600: London, within the old city's 
limits, contains 4,536.000 people, but in­ 
cluding the area known as Greater 
London, with its 443,000 square acres, 
there is a population of 6,581,000. New 
York, with less than half the area of 
Greater London, or about 209,000 acres, 
can show a population of 3,437,000. Tak­ 
ing Into consideration its greater rate 
of increase, provided it continues and 
provided sufficient territory he annexed 
to make tts area equal to that of Lon­ 
don, New York will probably stand 
first in the great cities of the w-orld 
before the advent of the year 1925. A 
quarter century from now, in fact, 
America's metropolis will probably out­ 
rank every other city on the globe in 
population, in wealth and in architec­ 
ture.

Romance and Tragedy In the Lives of the Fairs 


T 


HE reopening of the question as to 
the final disposal of the fortunes 
left by the late Charles L. Fair 
and his wife, who were both kill­ 
ed in an automobile accident in 
France last August, revives memories 
of an interesting romance as well as a 
terrible tragedy. Whatever disposition 
may be finally made of the combined 
estates, variously estimated at from 
$7,000,000 to $10,000,000, the actual in­ 
terest in the case will always center 
about the two people wrho met such an 
awful fate while pursuing a career of 
pleasure with every prospect before 
them of a happy existence. 
Each had experienced 
vicissitudes, 
each had appeared prominently before 
the public in a varied role, but when 
tlje catastrophe happened the two had 
settled down to a quiet life, with the 
pursuit of happiness apparently their 
sole concern. As the wayward son of a 
multimillionaire, with promise before 
bim of a life of ease and plenty, Charles 
L. Fair had proved a bitter disappoint­ 
ment to his lather, the late ex-senator, 
who had accumulated a fortune esti­ 
mated at $15,000,000 by the application 
of genius and energy to mining in N e­ 
vada and who was widely respected for 
his sterling qualities. Having lost his 
eldest son, the affections of the father 
were concentrated upon Charley Fair, 
who, however, did not seem to under­ 
stand the true import of their mutual 
obligations. He became dissipated and 
wasted "in riotous living” the hard 
earned fortune of the paternal Fair, or, 
at least, to the extent the'latter allow­ 
ed whens he finally awoke to the son’s 
evident inclination for low companions 
und a reckless style of living. 
When finally, as the culmination of 
his spendthrift course, he became at­ 
tached to and contracted an alliance 
with a woman whose reputation was 
not ail his relatives might approve, 
Charley Fair alienated his father’s af­ 
fections and had little reason to expect 
forgiveness or a share in the vast for­ 
tune the latter had accumulated. Upon 
the death of *he elder Fair, however, 
the son finally came into possession of 
his share, amounting to several mil­ 
lions, and, as meanwhile he had been 
supported by un allowance from his 
mother’s estate of $1,000 a month and 
eventually received his portion of the 
whole, he never came to want, but was 
always able to maintain himself and 
wife in luxury. 
Even more varied than her husband’s 
career had been the life of the woman 
he married, whose history from early 
youth goes to prove the trite saying. 


"Truth is stranger than fiction." Born 
the daughter of a poor man in New­ 
market, N. J . , Carrie Smith, after her 
mother’s second marriage to a man 
named Nelson, left home and struck 
out for herself. 
At the age of eight 
years she sought a residence with an 
uncle, whose death three years later 
forced her to throw' herself upon the 
cold charity of the world. Her life for 
several years thereafter is a mystery 


came the wife of the prospective mil­ 
lionaire. Her influence over him was 
strong 
from the first, and, 
as 
the 
sequel 
proved, she soon 
exerted it 
for his good. 
She declared her de­ 
termination to break her husband of 
the liquor habit, to which it was feared 
he was hopelessly bound and from 
which he had several times tried inef­ 
fectually to free himself, and asserted 
that she was “going to make a man of 


him wherever he goes, and if I were a 
queen he could not bo more considerate. 
If tile weather is pleasant, we go to 
the races or make a little outdoor ex­ 
cursion, lf it is stormy, we stay ut 
home and study French.”

Should it be deter­ 
m i n e d that Mr. Fair died fir st, the heirs 
of Mrs. Fair will have a chance at the 
millions in which he was “seized” at 
the time of his death, hut if signs of life 
were discovered In him after his wife 
was declared dead. then the “Fair mil­ 
lions” are l i k e l y to revert to the two 
sisters o f C h a r l e s , M r s . Hermann Oel- 
lichs and Virginia, the wife of William 
K. \ underbill. As tor Mr. and Mrs. 


Fair, each w-as appointed the executor 
of the other’s will, and it would seem as 
if mutual trust could go no further, but 
unfortunately both are dead, slain by 
the same means and at the same time, 
so their evident intention will be frus­ 
trated. 
While it was announced at the time 
of the accident that both the husband 
and wife were killed at the same mo­ 
ment, yet the attorneys for Mrs. Nel­ 
son, Mrs. Fair's aged motlier, and her 
funnily declare that they have at least 
eight witnesses who can assert to the 
contrary; that, in fact, Mrs. Fair was 
alive a full half hour after her husband 
had ceased to breathe. There was but 
one witness to the accident besides the 
chauffeur (who ran hardly be said to 
have witnessed it at all, being so vital­ 
ly concerned and so shaken up), and 
this witness, Mine. Hourdet, Is said to 
have declared that she was unable to 
• decide the momentous question. After 
hurrying to the scene, from which she 
instinctively recoiled In affright, she 
says: “I then returned beside the bodies 
and was looking at Mrs. Fair when I 
saw the gloved fingers of one hand 
slowly opening. 
I turned to her hus­ 
band and found his foot moving, as 
though the leg was drawing up. This 
frightened me, and I ran back to the 
lodge, and when I returned with my 
husband the bodies were motionless 
and never stirred again.” 
The physician who was summoned 
immediately after the event said: “I 
ain convinced that at the time the 
movements were alleged to have oc­ 
curred life was quite extinct. 
They

When It is recalled that the law­ 
yer* and executors concerned in the 
previous contest over the Fair millions 
absorbed not less than $2,000,000 out of 
the $15,000,000 the elder Fair left at his 
death, it is safe to predict that in the 
event of a long legal fight the disciples 
of Blackstone involved will have “mon­ 
ey for conflagrations."

Increase In wages though negative, is very much more courteous 
and eonriliatory than that of last year. 
Nevertheless, it Is a refusal, a fact which we seriously regret as we had 
hoped th at they would be able to grant an tnerease of some kind this year. 
If it be true that the Lowell mills cannot pay as high wages as do those 
of Fall River or New' Redford for the 
same work bad m anagem ent 
alone 
la responsible. 
As a conference with the agents Is to bo sought by the textile leaders, It 
la to be hoped that the friendly spirit which has characterized the negotia­ 
tions thus far will not be Interrupted until 
an 
amicable 
solution 
of 
tho 
difficulty be reached. 
We have full confidence In the good Judgm ent and discretion of the men 
who are conducting 
the negotiations for the op eratives 
this year, an d we 
hare no doubt w hatever that they will decide to adopt w hatever course is for 
the best interests of the operatives as a body. 
If the mill agents can demonstrate th a t 
It Is 
beyond 
their power 
to 
grant an increase at the present time without wiping out the profits which 
alone make it an object to run the mills, we believe the operatives will ac­ 
cept the inevitable and awalt the arrival of more propitious times. 
On the other hand lf at a conference between the mill agents and the 
representatives of the operatives it should be dem onstrated that the mills 
can grant an increase without serious detrim ent to their business, it is to 
be hoped the agents will he ready at least to meet the operatives In an ac­ 
ceptable compromise. 
Let the m atter be thoroughly discussed so that no 
misunderstanding can blind or mislead either side and we have 
no 
doubt 
that the outcome will be for the best interests of all concerned. 
We believe the question between the ngents nnd operatives ran be safe­ 
ly left to themselves without any danger of precipitating a conflict that would 
entail vast loss to both sides, untold suffering to thousands of operatives 
and consequent loss and injury to the entire city. 


A JOYOUS DAY FOR IRELAND.

•he baa ndt met and worsted the enemy on the battlefield, but she has ac­ 
complished a peaceful revolution through the union of the people in a com­ 
mon purpose, in a grand constitutional movement to wring Justice from E n g ­ 
land. 
This Ie an age of advancement. The conditions that prevailed a hundred 
Fears ago exist no longer. 
Ireland hhs changed; England harn changed, the 
vDoi* face of Europe has changed. 
No longer ie the clash of arms hea rd 
whenever a w'eak nation would 
protest against wrong-doing; no longer m ust an oppressed people he able 
to overcome their oppressors by force of arm s or remain sullenly silent; 
no longer is it necessary to incur the risk of annihilation by taking up 
arms against an overwhelming foe when the object la to appeal for simple 
justice—no, tbi* is now more effectively, more permanently, more righte­ 
ously done by appealing to public opinion and exposing the wrongs imposed 
by the tyrant. 
Public opinion la the tribunal before which the cause of the weak and 
oppressed la brought for trial. 
The whole world sits in judgm ent and the 
whole world la greater that) any single power. 
Great and powerful and des­ 
potic ae may be the tyrant who oppresses a weak 
nation, yet he dreads the 
force of public opinion. He fears that In 
the end it may 
raise up enemies 
that will accomplish his destruction. 
Take the Kaiser of Germany or the Gxnr of Russia, the greatest despots 
on earth. 
Are they indifferent to public opinion? 
Are they not solicitous 
of the good opinion of neighboring nations? 
Is not the German emperor 
moved to contradict false reports th a t appear in the press affecting the hon­ 
or or the reputation of himself, 
his country or his people? 
Does not 
the 
Clar of Russia dread evil report an much that he is moved te suppress new s­ 
papers in his own dominions for telling the truth when It is to hts discredit? 
If he were Indifferent to public opinion abroad, he would not 
take 
such 
great care to suppress the news from Finland where Russian sw ay rests 
most heavily upon the people. 
No, there is not a ruler in existence today 
that does not fear the effect of a hostile public opinion. 
It is at the bar of public opinion alone that the weak nation stands on 
an equal footing with the strongest while pleading for Justice and freedom. 
Of late years the lightning methods of 
transm itting intelligence have 
completed the federation of the world; have annihilated distance and brought 
all civilised nations into such close communication, that w hatever happens in 
one ie airboat Instantly known to all the others. 
Even the worst and most tyrannical nation lays claim to a principle 
of 
Justice and honor, and however deceitful, tyrannical and unjust at heart, 
each and all will make protestations of the highest aims 
and motives 
on 
all matters appertaining to Justice and right. 
It la by taking 
advantage of this means of disturbing and even injuring 
a government, th at a weak and oppressed people can eventually obtain Juatice. 
Constitutional agitation la the weapon used. When directed aright 
It 
Is 
more potent in it* effect against tyranny than the onslaught of 
a 
large 
army. 
So it has proved in the case of Ireland. 
W hen Ireland had exhausted her efforts to no avail in physical force 
to 
drive out the oppressor; when she found herself unable to cope with 
the 
power of England in arms, then the genius of her sons devised a means of

ernment has promised that the Iniquitous institution known as Irish land­ 
lordism planted by Cromwell and continued 
with 
ever increasing 
rapacity 
until checked through agitation, is to be abolished and the people are to be 
restored to ownership of the aoli. 
After this act In quick succession will come home rule 
or 
legislative 
Independence, enabling Ireland to make her own laws same as does C anada 
and Australia. 
i 
This will not be absolute freedom ;but it will 
enable Ireland 
to become 
prosperous and thereby to avert the complete banishment of the race 
and 
the re-colonizatlon of the country by other 
nationalities, 
an 
eventuality 
which but for the potency of the boycott as applied in Ireland might ere 
now have been an irrevocable reality. 
From her present attitude Ireland can Bee the dawn of freedom break­ 
ing through the gloom of oppression; 
and on this day she sends greeting to 
her exiled children and her friends In every land, while these in turn hail 
her with the hope that she la destined to be herself again— 
"Great, glorious and free, 
First flower of the earth and first gem of the sea."
